n CHICAGO CUSTOM-HOUSE. 
J There seems to be little doubt but the rec- 
commendation of the Committe“ of Investi- 
gation is in favor of tearing down the walls of 
the Chicago Custom-House, removing the 
present foundations, and beginning the con- 
struction of the building all over again. It 
is not easy for the tax-payers of this country, 
and particularly the citizens of Chicago, to 
reconcile themselves to such a proceeding, 
involving as it does the loss of two years’ 
time, and the inevitable waste of several 
hundred thousand dollars of the public mon- 
ey ; but it must be remembered that the loss 
and waste have already been made, and the 
demolition of the structure is merely the evi- 
dence and consequence of the recklessness, 
extravagance, incompetency, and corruption 
that have rendered this step necessary. We 
do not see how the report of the Committee 
can be otherwise than what we have indicat- 
ed, Even a casual inspection of the building 
reveals its defects, and the scientific tests 
made under the auspices of the Investigating 
Commission have, we have the best reason 
to believe, fully confirmed the external evi- 
denoes. 

It is certain that an inferior quality of the 
Buena Vista (Cincinnati) stone has been fur- 
nished, but this is not the chief difficulty. 


„The stone has blackened and rusted in some 


places, which might be endured, and in oth- 
ers is chipping, ‘peeling, and crumbling to de- 
cay. These chenges indicate that the layers 
of clay and iron which are attached to the 


stone as it comes from the quarry have not 
been cut away completely, as the universal 


testimony of Oincinnati builders and con- 
tractors holds they ought to be. The expos- 
ure of these layers to the winter frosts and 
summer heat, the rains and sudden changes 
of our climate, will unquestionably increase 
the discoloration, and scaling, and decay of 
the stones in the wall. But, while these 
changes will mar the appearance of the build- 
ing, they may be overcome to some extent by 
the application of chemical preservatives, and 
the stone walls are so thick that oxidization 
might go on for generations without jeopar- 
dizing the strength and permanency of the 
building. If there were nothing else than 
the inferior quality of the stone, there would 
be ample reason for feeling outraged at the 
‘official neglect or corruption which has per- 
mitted’ it, but there would not be sufficient 
cause for demolishing the walls and rebuila- 
ing with some other material at th: enor- 
nse that will be necessary. 

The real_mecessity for tearing down the 
walls, jone for which there seems to be 
no remedy, is that the foundations are 
tive. They are scarcely sufficiently 
to sustain intact the present weight of 
walls, but half done, and it would therefore 
be unwise to risk their capacity to sustain

illaminations, presented a scene so memora- 
ble as that which took place on the previous 
day. It was a quiet, simple, unostentatious 
act, performed without any previous an- 
nouncement, not included in any programme, 
not even known to the people of Boston until 
after it was concluded, and yet it was full 
of significance for the future and of forget- 
fulness of the past, and an omen of good 
feeling and fellowship more touching and 
suggestive than any of the events which oc- 
curred on the following day in pursuance of 
the official programme. 

The first troops which started for the 
South upon the eve of the War of the Re- 
bellion were from Massachusetts. The Pres- 
ident’s proclamation had hardly been issued 
before the Sixth Massachusetts was on its 
way. to the field, and the 19th of April, 1861, 
found them in Baltimore. The violent events 
which marked their march across that city 
are familiar matters of history, The demon 
of secession, notwithstanding the pacific as- 
surances of the city authorities, rallied all its 
forces to oppose their progress. Cheers for 
Jerr Davis and the Southern Confederacy 
greeted them, and, as the troops paid no 
heed to taunts or threats, the mob became 
emboldened to break out in open violence. 
Stones, bricks, and other missiles were hurled 
at them, and at last the rabble fired upon the 


| troops, and the first blood of the War was 


shed, and the first victims were Massachusetts 
soldiers. This was the commencement of 
the War for slavery. Fourteen years later, 
on the very where Toomss had threat- 
ened to call roll of. his .slaves, arrives a 
regiment of from Maryland. Their line 
of march through ton and Charlestown is 
ds of enthusiastic spec- 
tators, who greet them with cheers of. wel- 
come. There is no thought of the 19th of 
April, 1861. During the afternoon, Post No. 
7 of the Grand Army of the Republic, com- 
posed entirely of men who had fought in the 
War of the Rebellion against the South, some 
of them soldiers who marched thfough Balti- 
more on that memorable day, invited the 
Fifth Maryland, composed of men Who 
had fought against the North, to Boston 
Common, and presented their former antago- 
nists with a stand of colors, which were ac- 
cepted in behalf of the regiment by a Ser- 
geant who had fought valiantly against the 
flag at Appomattox. The speech of the 
Maryland Colonel shows the spirit in which 
this flag was received: This standard will 
be received with enthusiasm by our p@ople, 
as tangible evidence of your brotherly love, 
and henceforth under its protecting folds, as 
in the days of the Revolution, Massachusetts 
and Maryland will be found shoulder to 
shoulder.” Prior to this presentation, the 
Maryland soldiers had still more suggestively 
and touchingly shown their feelings by a 
little incident as full of tender beauty as it 
was of large-hearted and chivalric manliness. 
On their way to the sceneof the presentation, 
they went quietly and without any intima- 
tion of their purpose to the soldiers’ monu- 
ment in Charlestown, erected to the memory 
of the soldiers of that city who had fallen in 
the War of the Rebellion, and placed upon the 
cenotaph a beautiful shield of flowers with the 
inscription : ‘‘Maryland’s Tribute to Massaclin- 
setts.” The chief beauty and suggestiveness 
of the graceful deed lies in the quietness and 
modesty with which it was done, It was 
such a deed as might have been expected 
from generous and chivalrous soldiers, who 
could be enemies only on the battle-field, and 
this simple little deed will go further towards 


‘restoring harmony between the North and 


the South and reviving the era of good-feel- 


‘ing and fraternization than all the political 


buncombe that can ever be uttered. In com- 
parison with this little episode, how mean 
and pitiful sound the utterances of barbarian 
Bravaecarp, still prating of his hatred to the 
North, and reviving his brutal savagery with 
reference to the conduct of var! How 
small and absurd the gabble of mam and 
his protestation that he will, not attend the 
centennial of the day of American freedom 
to be reminded of his defeat and wear the 
brand of servitude!

AMERICAN CREDIT ABROAD. 

The fifth letter of ex-Secretary MoCvt- 
roch to the New York Tribune is devoted to 
the state of American credit abroad. Our 
credit should: be as good as that of any other 
nation, but it is not. If it were not for certain 
disturbing causes, it might be better than 
that of almost any nation of Europe. A 
rapidly-increasing population, marked by en- 
ergy, inventive talent, intelligence, and per- 
sonal independence; a soil fertile and rich in 
mineral wealth; a comparatively economical 
Government; the steadily-pursued policy of 
paying off the national debt,—these facts 
should have a most favorable influence upon 
our securities. If these were the only facts, 
we should see the surplus wealth of Chris- 
tendom bidding for our bonds and send- 
ing their prices up away beyond par. 
But there are, unfortunately, other facts which 
in great part counteract these and depress our 
national securities by scaring capital into 
other and less profitable investments. Mr. 
McCu.ioca enumerates two such facts,—the 
default of several of the States and the fear 
that the nation will force its bondholders to 
accept payment of their debts in the depre- 
ciated rag-money which it deals out to its 
other creditors. The latter fear can only be 
removed by the extinction of the legal ten- 
ders. The former, we fear, will have to be- 
come a matter of forgotten history before it 
ceases to affect our credit abroad and at 
home. Very few foreigners understand the 
relation of the States to the General Govern- 
ment,—which is not surprising, inasmuch as 
we had to fight a four years’ war in 
order to settle it for ourselves. If a 
State which seems to the foreign 
capitalist to possess many of the attributes 
of sovereignty contracts debts, repudiates 
them, aud yet shields itself from any inter- 
national responsibility in the matter by its 
position as part of another Government, the 
bewildered investor in its inseeurities asks, 
‘Why should a nation be trustworthy when 
the States that compose it have shown them- 
selves to be untrustworthy ?” or, What as- 
surances have we that your Federal Govern- 
ment, as you call it, will under all circum- 
stances be faithful to ite obligations while so 
many of the States of which it is made up 
are unfaithful to them?” These questions 
betray an ignorance of our constitutional 
system, but if the plundered foreigner should 
ask, What guarantee have I that the people 
of the United States, part of whom, acting 
through State Governments, have repudiated 
their State debts, will not, acting thygugh 
the National Government, repudiate. national 
debts?” it might be difficult to frame a ready 
answer. Mr. MoCuzrocn gives an instance 
of this feeling. An old gentleman sent some 
matured United States bonds through his 
hands to be paid and said, as he delivered the 
papers: “‘These, when paid, will close my 
connection with the United States; I have 
been cheated out of one-half of what one 
State owes me, and I do not intend to be 
| cheated again in the same quarter.” Forty 
} years ago he bought $20,000 of Indiana In- 

ternal Improvement bonds at par. The pay- 
ment of interest on them soon ceased, and 
after some years he got $10,000 in new 
bonds, less his share of the expense of nego- 
tiating the matter, and a worthless lien on 
the Wabash & Erie Cana for the other $10,- 
000. Probably there we many citizens of 
Indiana who are not avare that their State 
was ever concerned in such an affair. The 
fact has not been forgoten, however, abroad, 
and it, with others like it, has created so 
much feeling that it is strange that our credit 
in Europe is as high as it is. 


IS. THE NATION BANKRUPT? 

The Hon; Wurm D. Kar, of Phila- 
delphia, is possessed of two schemes for the 
regeneration of mankird and the material 
welfare of the country. The first is that no 
man shall be allowed t produce more than 
| he can consume, and,therefore, shail have 
nothing to sell. and rothing with which to 
buy; that, having at exclusive market in 
his own home for all oe can produce, he can 
fix any value to it he may think proper, and 
thus credit himself with any imaginary 
amount of wages. ‘This he calls protecting 
home labor, The ober scheme is to mike 
money plenty by making it cheap; the 
cheaper it is the better, according to Mr. 
Ketter, who, it will be remembered, from 
his place in Oongess, piously returned 
thanks that the honey of the United 
States. was of a chancter that was valueless 
‘beyond the territoril limits of thé country. 
He has had the jrotective policy in full 
ion nearly fifven years, and it has been

radation, humiliatbn, suffering, destitution,

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a recent exposition of his views published in 
the Philadelphia Times, we find some of his 
remarkable statements of fact, and more ro- 
niarkable ‘deductions therefrom, For in- 


hopelessly insolvent. The annual product of 
gold and silver in the United States ores not 
much exceed $70,000,000, and if we succeed 
in paying out of that sum $250,000,000 the 
trade evidently is a profitable one. But the 
statement shows upon its face how sadly this 
man of figures, theories, and prophecies di- 
gests his facts. 

He entirely overlooks the fact, which is ap- 
parent to the astonished eyes of all the civil- 
ized world, that we prohibit the exchange of 
commodities which would render the exporta- 
tion of gold entirely unnecessary. We have 
cotton, and hides, and iron, copper, and 
various other metals in abundance ; we have 
coal in inexhaustible quantities; we are ca- 
pable of producing an immense stock of wool, 
which, mixed with the wools of other coun- 
tries, would enable us to manufacture a great 
variety of woolen fabrics. We have. labor 
and transportation, and yet with all these ad- 
vantages we produce nothing to export,— 
make only for the home market 

The agricultural productions form the bulk 
of our exports. We ship, cotton, breadstuffs, 
provisions, lard, and tobacco. Capable of pro- 
ducing every description of manufactured 
goods, and finding ready market for them in 
other parts of the world, we do nothing of 
the kind. When the demand for breadstuffs 
and provisions fall off, owing to full crops 
abroad, we have to ship gold to make good 
the deficiency, We have nothing else to sell. 
The world does not want gold; it wants ex- 
change commodities. But Judge Keniry by 
his protective laws prohibits the exportation 
of manufactures. .We are forever working 
with one hand when we might be working 
with two. We have no assorted stock. We 
have nothing but bread and meat to sell. 
The manufacturers produce only enough to 
keep themselves alive, while the agricultur- 
ists have to furnish the surplus. which foots 
all the bills. 

Judge KLLxx closes his eyes to this defect 
in our system, to which our financial embar- 
rassments are due, and closes his eyes to the 
fact that this condition of things is aggravated 
by the circulation of 85-cent dollars; and, 
sitting amid the commercial, financial, indus- 
trial, and social. wreck in his own Congres- 
sional District, he bewails the ignorance and 
stupidity, which refuses to reduce the paper 
dollar to 40 cents, and which permits any- 
thing to be exported but gold. 

INTERNAL IMPROVEMENT JOBS. 

The National Board of Trade have had the 
annual discussion on the subject of. internal 
improvements. The subject was first brought 
before the Convention upon a proposition to 
memorialize Congress to establish a Bureau 
of Internal Improvements. This was suc- 
ceeded by a resolution that Congress improve 
the levees of the Mississippi River; and next 
followed the scheme of the Mobile Board of 
Trade, that Congress shall improve the Ten- 
nessee River so as to secure slackwater navi- 
gation from its mouth to Chattanooga, and 
thence a canal be constructed over the moun- 
tains into the State of Georgia, there con- 
necting with the mountain streams on 
the eastern side; the water route to 
be . completed by digging out, dam- 
ming, and locking these streams, so as 
to give slackwater navigation to Mobile on 
the south and Savannah on the east. The 
discussion covered a large ground, including, 
of course, a like improvement by way of the 
Kanawha River, over the mountains of Vir- 
ginia, to Richmond. This latter scheme in- 
cludes a silackwater improvement of the 
Ohio River. The cost of the two 
jobs, including the Ohio River, will not be 
less than $150,000,000, and the pretext is the 
affording of a cheap transit of Western prod- 
ucta to the seaboard, When grain is taken 
from Chicago and delivered in New York, 
Montreal, Philadelphia, and Baltimore at less 
than 20 cents a bushel by and still less 
by water, there can hardly be a pretext for 
sending it by rail to the Mississippi River, 
and thence 1,600 to 2,000 miles in canal-boats 
over the mountains of Georgia or of Virginia,

Judge Drummond gave a lengthly decision 
yesterday morning on the exceptions to the 
Master report in the foreclosure suit of the 
Union Trust Company vs The Rockford, Rock 
Istan4d 4 Bt Louis Railroad Company. The 
principal questions were as to the priority of the 
vondholders under the first mortgage, and as to 
the proportion of the road which were covered 
vy the first mortgage. 

The Judge overruled the most of the objec-
